“The Book of the,Democratic Na- 
tonal Convention of 1936” were set 
at $165,905. Contributions of more 
than $100 each totaled $70,544. 

The report said the committee’s 
unpaid obligations on May 31 
amounted to $216,581 and the cash 
balance to $48,782.25. Included in 
the unpaid obligations was a loan 
of $50,000 from the United Mine 
Workers of America. 

Representative Snell of New 
York, House Republican leader, 
told reporters early this week he 
would propose a congressional in- 
vestigation into the sale of conven- 
tion books autographed by Presi- 
dent Roosevelt. He said the books 
were being sold to cofporations, 
some by contract, for as much as

MOSCOW, June 12.—Eight of the 
Red army’s top-flight officers were 
sentenced to death today by courte 
martial for treason to the Soviet 
state. 

The curt announcement stripped 
each officer of his military rank 
and condemned each to be shot. 
No announcement of the place og 
time of the executions was made, 

The eight officers, including 
Marshal Mikhail N. Tukhachevsky, 
one of the foremost military fig- 
ures of the Soviet Union, had been 
accused of and had confessed sell- 
ing out the workers’ fatherland to 


a “foreign Government conducting 
an unfriendly policy against the 
U 8S S. RR.” The newspaper 
“Pravda” yesterday disclosed that 
it was a Fascist Government which 
was involved. 


No Appeal Permitted. 


In the biggest military sensation 
in the history of the Soviet Union, 
the eight defendants faced eight 
of their former comrades in arms, 
including two marshals, in a secret 
trial, even the location of which 
was not revealed, and under a law 
which allowed them no appeal or 
plea of mercy, but provided for 
their immediate execution. 

Until more details are published, 
only speculation is possible con- 
cerning the traitorous acts of 
which the defendants were ac- 
cused. “Pravda” did not mention 
Leon Trotsky, Nikolai Bukharin 
or any other oppositicaist in its in- 
vective against the prisoners. They 
were branded as venal agents of 
an unnamed foreign power, “sell- 
ing out their fatherland and the 
revolution for 30 pieces of Fascist 
silver.” 

Moscow Press Comment. 


The newspaper “On Guard” said? 
“The execution of these dogs will 
cleanse and purify the air of the 
Soviet Union.” 

Pravda, Communist party organ, 
said: “Dogs die like dogs. There 
is no place for such murderers in 
the Soviet scheme of things. The 
mighty wrath of the people will 
wash off the face of the earth any 
traitor or spy trying to weaken the 
Red army by plotting against con- 
quests of the Socialist revolution 
and against wealth seized and be- 
longing to the people.” 

The Soviet press was filled with 
resolutions passed at mass meet- 
ings of workers calling for the com- 
plete destruction of all opposition- 
ists such as Tukhachevsky and the 
other army leaders condemned 
with him. 

News of the death sentences was 
published inconspicuously on the 
second pages of Moscow newspa- 
pers under the headline “The Su- 
preme Court of the U. S. S. R.” 

The Russian peoples’ traditional 
love of big-scale drama received 
short shrift from this third major 
trial within the last year of al- 
leged traitors.

Members of their family declared 
yesterday their deaths were for “ob- 
viously political” reasons and that 
they often had received threatening 
letters because of their activities

Carlo Roselli belonged to a 
“secret society which had numer- 
ous ramifications in Italy,” said 
Joseph Nitti, son of Francesco Nitti, 
exiled former Premier of Italy, and 
friend of the family. 

“Murder of the Roselli brothers 
could have been only a premedi- 
tated execution committed by ex- 
perts in political crime,” he added. 
“Nello Roselli, famous savant in 


Italy, was killed only to wipe out 
an embarrassing witness to the 
death of Carlo.”

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: f 
OUR editorial on J. P. Morgan and 
his attitude on taxes has some points 

in it that bear analysis. For example, you 

say most of us pay our bills because our 
morals require us to do so. Therefore, 
why should we not as readily pay our 


taxes because it is morally right that we. 


should? 

Permit me to make a simple compari- 
son. I buy a suit of clothes and pay $50, 
expecting to get all wool, well tailored 
and fitted. I buy it on faith because I 
believe I will receive honest value and, 
when I receive the bill, I pay it when 
due. That is a moral obligation. Suppose,

| BIGGEST TAX LOOPHOLE OF ALL. 

Let us suppose that the inquiry and the congres- 
sional action urged by Mr. Roosevelt to deal with 
tax-dodging are completely successful. All the un- 
derhand subterfuges which he described in his recent 
message are brought into the light. Congress then 
passes an ironclad set of laws “specifically and ex- 
clusively aimed at making the present tax structure 
evasion-proof,” as the Presiaent recommended. 

Then the widespread, amazing, bold and ingenious 
methods of tax avoidance and tax evasion of which he 
complained would become things of the past—but an 
even wider loophole would remain for the use of 
persons who wish to escape payment of income taxes. 
And it would come into greater use than ever before. 

We refer to the tax-exempt security. Its continu- 
ance is costing the Federal and state governments 
millions upon millions of tax revenue; the estimates 
range from $300,000,000 to a half-billion dollars an- 


nually. The total of tax-exempt issues now out- 


Treasury reports. 
What this amounts to is special tax immunity for 


the person of large means—‘“a comfortable cyclone 
cellar for the rich man,” as a writer in the Wall 
Street Journal phrased it several years ago. Because 
of the low rate of return, the small investor is not 
attracted to such securities. To the man in the 
upper brackets, the tax-exempt feature is a welcome 
means of avoiding heavy surtax levies. It has been 
computed by the New York World-Telegram that, for 
a man with an income of a million a year, Govern- 
ment securities at 3 per cent are a better investment 
under the present income-tax laws than shares in a 
private enterprise paying 14 per cent! 

Important as it is to end the practices to which 
Mr. Roosevelt and Secretary Morgenthau have called

sulting from the tax-exemption-security loophole.

A highly dangerous situation was averted early 
yesterday when Homer Martin, head of the C I O 
auto workers’ union, persuaded a group of union 
men and sympathizers to call off a proposed dem- 
onstration at Monroe, Mich: The men planned to 
march on a steel mill where a picket line had been 
routed by tear gas a few hours before. Since the mill 
was guarded by regular police and civilians hastily 
sworn in as special officers, armed with rifles and 
shotguns, bloodshed doubtless was prevented by 
Martin’s success in stopping the march. 

At a time when tension is high and tempers are 
boiling in many of the strike zones, such a pacific 
gesture as Martin made is all to the good, not only 
in this particular instance, but as a general exam- 
ple. Adequate machinery for negotiation has been 
set up. Congress has certified the workers’ right 
to collective bargaining, and the Supreme Court has 
upheld the law. There is no reason for violence or 
threats on either side. An armed factory gate and an 
armed group of demonstrators are equally to be con- 
demned. 

The fact that neither side is fully acquainted with 
the use of collective bargaining technique is one ex- 
planation for the sequence of strikes, and the spec- 
tacle of new walk-outs following apparent settlements.

ODAY, from the eminence of this tribu- 
T vat I should like to address a solemn 

appeal to the organization of capital and 
labor. 

I shall not address the workers in the 
style which I have at times heard. I shall 
not say to them: Enough has been done for 
you already. What more do you want? Just 
be calm. Nor shall 1 say to them: You 
have the Government you wished for; you 
can have confidence in the men who gov- 
ern you; trust them and let them work. 

I know that we have done a great deal 
within a year, but the very fact of having 
done so much does not mean that at present 
we should call a halt to our progress. Sécial 
progress, like the human progress conceived 
by the men of the French Revolution, is a 
continuous process. 

In this connection, Taine once wrote of 
“our modern theory of progress which bases 
all our hopes upon the infinite ability of 
science to advance, upon the growth of 
man's well-being as a result of the prac- 
tical application of the discoveries of science, 
and, finally, upon gradual growth of reason 
within the human mind, once knowledge of 
these discoveries has become sufficiently 
diversified among the people.” 

Yet now I should like to talk in a very 
different key. 
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First, whereas the workers’ organizations 
have considerably increased in power, it 
should be recalled that every power in this 
world is paid for through the assumption 
of definite duties. (Applause from the ex- 
treme Left, the Left, from the numerous 
benches of the Center and from several 
benches of the Right.) 

And, furthermore, the workers have a 
very definite duty toward themselves, which 
is their own self-discipline, and a duty 
toward the nation, for whose welfare they 
are becoming increasingly responsible. They 
can no longer limit themselves to the de- 
fense of their own particular interests, but 
should fuse these interests with the broad 
interests of the nation: its prosperity, its 
security and the name and prestige of 
France outside the limits of the French de- 
mocracy itself. 

And now I should like to appeal to the 
management of France and earnestly re- 
quest that it return once more to its posi- 
tion of last year, which was, after all, one 
of loyally and frankly seconding our effort 
Its responsibility is even greater than that 
of the working class. 

Unfortunately, representatives of manage- 
ment have come to believe at times that 
not only must they defend their material 
profits but their very existence as a social] 
and economic class. I maintain that that 
fear is groundless. No revolutionary policy 
of indirect expropriation, under the nose of 
a blind and casual Government, is at pres- 
ent being pursued. Neither the present forms 
of the body politic nor the law of the Re- 
public have been threatened. In short, the 
authority of management is not in jeopardy. 
(Interruptions from the Right, applause 
from the extreme Left, a Rightist Deputy 
interrupts violently.) 

Whatever the Government, there must al- 


ways be the discipline of work, and, it fol- 
lows, of authority; an authority that should 
not be less energetically exercised in a So- 
cialist regime than in another. 

Under the present Government, manage 
ment possesses authority because the heav- 
iest responsibilities weigh upon it. Yet the 
authority of management neither arbi- 
trary nor absolute. That which was once 
called “management by divine right” has 
become an anachronism, has disappeared. 
It no longer exists for anyone in France. 
The authority of management should exist 
as a principle and as a fact only in so far 
is it is established by custom and by law. 

* . ' 
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I only ask of management that it work 
with us toward effective co-operation in a 
spirit of mutual consideration and under- 
standing, with full respect for mutual rights 
and liberties. That, I repeat, is the nation’s 
will. It is the definite will of this chamber 

I only wish that I could find words like 
those spoken by Mr. Baldwin, when two 
days ago, in the House of Commons, he ap- 
pealed for harmony to the forces of capital 
and labor. (Reprinted in part in the 
Post-Dispatch of June 7.--Editor’s note.) 

My appeal is perhaps less moving. Yet at 
least I hope it will be understood, because 
it is not the plea of a particular man. It 
is not even the plea of a Government. It is 
the plea of the very nation itself, and you 
are soon to pass upon it with your sovereign 
will.

Impossible to Predict, U. S. Chief of Seismol-

one major problem that seismology |

N. H. Heck, chief of the division of 
| terrestrial magnetism and _ seis- 
'mology in the United States Coast 


'Eastern section of the Seismologi-

| “Every test has proved that pre- 
diction in time and space is now 
impossible,” said Capt. Heck. “The 
place is fixed as that where an un- 
known stress is growing that will 
eventually reach the _ breaking 
strength of the crust, and usually 
this is not at or near the surface, 
but five to 30 miles down—and in 
many cases much more. 

“It is possible that the time of oc- 
curence of an earthquake is _ not 
necessarily the very uncertain in- 


stant when the stress exceeds the 
strength,” he went on, “but is set 
| by the action of a small extraneous 
force in no way related to the 
| earthquake-producing force.”

nearly 11 hours after it had con- 
vened. 

Hopes Progress Was Made. 

Gov. Davey said of the con- 
ferees “it was very interesting to 


see them smiling as they shook 
hands and said ‘gvod night.’” Asked 
if he felt progress had been made 
‘toward’ settling the seven-state 
strike, the Governor said “we hope 
so.” 

After Davey urged the compa- 
nies to sign a SW OC contract rec- 
ognizing the union as collective 
bargaining agent for its own mem- 
bers only—the point at _ issue 
throughout the two and one-half 
week-old strike—company repre- 
sentatives said they had _ . not 
changed their intention against 
signing. 

Union representatives — Philip 
Murray, national SWOC chair- 
man, and John Owens, Ohio CIO 
director—insisted, meanwhile, on a 
contract. “We are not going to 
walk out—we are willing to wait 
for days,” a union spokesman said.

After consulting the Garden's at- 
torneys following the ruling handed 
down in the United States Circuit 
Court of Appeals at Philadelphia 
which upheld the decision of Fed- 
eral Judge Guy L. Fake of New- 
ark in refusing an injunction to 
prevent the Braddock-Joe Louis 
fight at Chicago, Col. Kilpatrick 
yesterday revealed that two more 
moves are under consideration. 

(1) The Garden is seeking a re- 
argument of the appeal, and (2) 
regardless of the outcome of this 
move it intends to “sue all those, 
both in Chicago and in this city, 
who induced Braddock to disregard 
his promises.” 

Cannot Prevent Fight. 

In view of the time it took to 
get this far with the involved legal 
dispute, it appears improbable that 
any steps can be taken in time to 
prevent the Braddock-Louis scrap 
at Chicago June 22. The time orig- 
inally set for the Braddock-Schmel- 
ing affair, June 3, was past before 
it was decided the champion 
couldn’t be compelled to go through 
with it. 

Col. Kilpatrick said, however, 
that he expects the motion for a re- 
argument to “come up for a hear- 
ing very shortly.” His hopes for a 
reversal of the decision reached by 
Judges J. Whitaker Thompson and 
John Biggs, who overruled the dis- 
senting opinion of Judge_ Joseph 
Buffington at Philadelphia, were 
based, he said, on the discovery by 
the Garden’s attorneys that they ap- 
parently had “overlooked weighty 
legal authority and possibly have 
omitted consideration of certain 
pertinent facts.” 

Kilpatrick, in his first comment 
on the Philadelphia decision, placed 
considerable emphasis upon the re- 
marks of Judges Thompson and 
Biggs that “we are forced reluctant- 
ly to the conclusion that no forcible 
negative covenant is now in effect,” 
and the dis$énting opinion of Judge 
Buffington, who said, “every ele- 
ment of equity and fair dealing” is 
with the Garden and that’ Bra- 
dock’s “contract-breaking conduct 
is unjust.” 

Expects Them to Change. 

“Even the other two _ judges, 
though they decided against the 
Garden, expressed themselves as be- 
ing reluctantly forced to their con- 
clusion because of what is appar- 
ently their interpretation of some 
involved legal point,” his statement 
said. At a reeharing the “control- 
ling authorities” and “omitted facts” 
will be brought to their attention, 
“and I confidently expect that this 
will be sufficient to have them 
change their minds.” 

Kilpatrick did not reveal any de- 
tails of the proposed suits against 
promoters of the Chicago bout, but | 
in Chicago Joe Foley, co-promoter 
with Mike Jacobs, was not worried 
about them.

As Belmont Viewed It. 


HE dangers of this situation 

were foreseen long ago by one 
of racing’s strongest and most 
Sportsmanlike supporters — the 
late August Belmont. In a letter 
written to Bert Collyer in Febru- 
ary, 1923, Belmont said: 

“To base judgment on the ad- 
vantages of the pari-mutuel in 
Kentucky and possibly in Mary- 
land, is not quite in order, but I 
do indorse your view as to New 
York racing. 

“I have always been against 
having the pari-mutuel here for 
fear it would end in trouble by 
reason of the enormous revenue 
it would yield near such a large 
and rich city as New York has 
grown to be.” 

Mr. Belmont’s judgment ap- 
pears to have solid footing. If 
huge profits can be reaped in Los 
Angeles, Boston, Maryland and 
Florida, imagine what the harvest 
would be in New York. 

The receipts from Metropolitan 
racing under the pari-mutuel plan 
would go far toward balancing 
the national budget, if the United 
States Government could cut it- 
self in on the profits as the States

RE our athletes’ growing 

softer? Or is the brand of 
baseball played today growing 
harder? The number of accidents 
this year, already far ahead of 
the average for this time of year, 
is causing some wonder as to the 
reason. 

The bean ball has been respon- 
Sible for more than its usual 
quota of casualties, this season; 
but it does not account for the 
many others. Failure to put 
through the “dead” ball seems to 
have had a lot to do with the 
Situation.

This hand occurred in a match 
point duplicate game. At all tables 
South opened with one spade. Those 
West players who did not truly 
’ appreciate the effective range of 
take-out doubles stepped squarely 
into a bottomless*pit by overcalling 
with two hearts. From that point 
on, whether or not East rescued, 
the carnage was terrific. 


Two or three West players were 
shrewd enough and experienced 
enough to realize that they had a 
safer bid at their command than 
two hearts. Obviously, the hand 
was too good to pass over one 
spade, especially in a duplicate 
game. But also obviously, an over- 


call at the eight trick level with the. 


suit ranking next to the opponents’ 
spade suit, was highly dangerous. 
These few Wests solved the diffi- 
culty by doubling one spade for a 
take-out. It then was North and 
South who. were under - pressure. 
North correctly redoubled, but 
when East bid two diamonds, South 
was properly reluctant to double. 
The advantage of West's previous 
action now became apparent. He 
was not even tempted to show the 
heart suit since he had discovered 
‘that the opponents had most of the 
strength and his partner. very little. 
North naturally could not double 
two diamonds and, in blissful ?gno- 
rance of the heart situation, made 
the natural bid of two hearts. East 
passed and South rebid the spades. 
West remained discreetly silent and 
North took one more fling toward 
game by rebidding hearts. 


At some tables South went on 
with spades. At others the contract 
remained three hearts. But, in 
either case, the results were emi- 
nently satisfactory to East and 
West. The object lesson, as I 
started out to say, is that a take- 
out double often is more conserva- 
tive than an overcall.

his own way in the cold-cold musi- 
cal world. Not a bad choice for a 
beginner, when you consider that 
it led him, discounting the lean 
years, straight to New York’s Met- 
ropolitan—ambitious goal of ail 
young singers. ; 

On vacation from the Met, Gur- 
ney will sing leading roles in four 
productions here this summer—the 
Fortune Teller, Music in the Air, 
the Bartered Bride and Robin 
Hood. He was rehearsing for the 
first of these, the Fortune Teller. 
when we talked to him at Forest 
Park this week. 

Incongruously conventional look- 
ing in his double-breasted brown 
business suit, against the bird-of- 
Paradise effect created by the 
gaudy coats and colorful slacks of 
the rest of the men, Gurney was 
obviously not the usual theatrical 
personality. 

Better than that, he turned out 
to be a very nice person. He’s sim- 
ply a good-looking, well-bred young 
man who made his college athletic 
teams, toured with the glee club, 
and grew up to marry his prom- 
days sweetheart. He fails entirely 
to remind you of his good notices. 
Self-depreciating to a fault, he is, 
in short, the kind of well set-up 
young man you’d want your Cousin 
Sam to know at Harvard. 

That’s the way he impressed us, 
as he outlined his story in answer 
to our questions. “No,” he shook 
his head and smiled, “I don’t sup- 
pose I’d ever had the nerve to go 
into music as a career if it hadn't 
been for Dr. Archibald Davidson 
at Harvard. Of course, music had 
always been a great natural inter- 
est with me, but I’d always thought 
I’d go into father’s business after I 
finished school. Why, I majored in 
physics (remember the ball bear- 
ings!) at my college, Oberlin, and 
went on to the Harvard Business 
School for post-graduate work with 
every intenton of making good on 
my business training.” 

“But when the Glee Club director, 
Dr. Davidson, insisted that it was 
a ‘shame’ ’”’—here he laughed apolo- 
getically for digging up this flatter- 
ing comment on his voice—“that I 
didn’t intend going on with my mu- 
sic, I began thinking seriously on 
the subject. So seriously indeed, 
that when I finished my year at 
Harvard, I told my father that the 
business career was out. I wanted 
to sing. Of course, he ridiculed the 
idea, but finally consented to send 
me to France to study for just one 
year. It was his idea that my teach- 
ers would show me the futility of 
continued study, that I would come 
back then to the ball-bearing plant 
and go to work.

schools. Everywhere he observed 
these two things: That the so-called 
“good things,’ opera especially, 
were better received than the “pro- 
gram pieces” the average concert 
audience is supposed to enjoy best; 
and that high school students are 
invariably good audiences, in fact, 
he laughed, “they'll mob any 
singer they enjoy for autographs. 
Which is very pleasant for the un- 
established singer!”’ 

Two years ago, he had the un- 
usual experience of singing with 
the Russian Opera Company, an 
all-Russian unit in New York that 
gives nothing but the works of Rus- 
sian composers, and the opportu- 
nity to sing, in Russian, his favorite 
role—“Boris,” in Boris Goudenouvy. 
And from there, last spring, to the 
Met. 

Since Chaliapin, the great Rus- 
sian basso, is always associated 
with the role of Boris, Gurney was 
reminded to tell us of his great 
admiration for the man. He told 
of first hearing the Russian when 
in college at Oberlin, and how he 
secretly thought then how won- 
derful must be the life of a singer. 
“T believe I even was silly enough 
to think I could do as well myself 
—then! A green college kid!” 

Although he has never met his 
hero, Gurney got uncomfortably 
close to him one night. It was 
when he was first in New York. 
Chaliapin was singing in concert, 
and the Gurney seat was, by neces- 
sity of finances, far-removed from 
the stage. Gurney noticed, how-

ever, a vacant seat in the stage- 
tiers and made up his mind to oc- 
cupy it himself after the first 
group of songs were over. Acting 
on that idea, he sneaked down- 
stairs, stood in the wings while 
Chaliapin was taking his bow, and 
walked out immediately after 
Chaliapin came back stage. “The 
crowd,” he recalled with a twinkle, 
“thinking I was Chaliapin coming 
out for an encore, began to clap 
loudly, but stopped when the mis- 
take was evident. Seeing my con- 
fusion, however, the whole audi- 
ence was in an uproar of laugh- 
ter and started the applause anew 
until I had to take a bow myself! 
One of youth’s most miserable mo- 
ments, as you can imagine!” 

Asked if he and the whole family 
(there’s the college sweetheart life, 
a boy of six and a girl, aged two) 
weren’t in a veritable dither while 
waiting for the outcome of his 
Metropolitan audition last spring 
(it took three days), he shook his 
head and said, “No, for after you've 
had as many auditions as I’ve had, 
you learn to sing ‘em and forget 
‘em.

I think a lot of girls are less at- 
tractive than they need to be be- 
cause their families rub in their 
faults instead of stressing their 
good points. The plump girl is 
pt to be told she’s too fat by broth- 
ers and parents till she thinks 
that’s all anyone notices about her, 
anyway, and there’s no use strug- 
gling. She’s usually sensitive 
about it to start with and hates 
having it mentioned. If she were 
just told that her face is pretty and 
her hair is lovely and, incidentally, 
she’d be still prettier if she took 
off just a little weight, the chances 
are that she’d be careful of her 
diet, as well as not developing an 
inferiority complex that can do a 
lot of harm. 

The same principle works with 
most girls who don’t have good 
complexions, but do have good fea- 
tures, perhaps; or with girls who 
stoop because they are conscious 
of being tall, but have nice, slim 
figures; or those who have some 
other fault, as well as some good 
points. The faults can be picked on 
with disastrous results, through the 
best of intentions—and often are. 
The girls would work much harder 
to overcome them if they thought 
they were merely flaws in an other- 
wise promising appearance—and 
they’d suffer a lot less, too. 

Praise often accomplishes mir- 
acles where criticism doesn’t have 
any effect at all, except an unin- 
tended one. And there’s too little 
praise in a great many families.

law and regulation allow. Mothers 
are torn between their dread of 
neighborly criticism and the chil- 
dren’s demands. How little can the 
children wear and still stay within 
the safety margin of public ap- 
proval? 

The stay-at-home children have 
the best of it. They can shed most 
of their garments and enjoy the 
freedom of movement and the cool- 
ness that results. The baby can be 
stripped and laid on his bed to ex- 
ercise his body and enjoy the feel 
of the air flowing over it. It is the 
older children that get into trouble 
with hot-weather garments and so- 
ciety’s opinions about them. 

Good manners and good taste are 
restrictions on desires and feelings 
that we could ill-afford to be with- 
out. We can live in community 
groups only when we observe that 
decent regard for the rights and 
opinions of others which we have 
ascribed to in our national code. 
The children have to learn to limit 
their wants and wishes according- 
ly lest they be visited by unexpect- 
ed punishment. 

Shorts are not the costume for 
young girls attending school. Of 
course girls have the right to wear 
them. Equally, of course, mothers 
or half-grown boys have the right 
to object to their wearing them in 
classrooms where their boys are, 
The question is not one of Rights 
so much as it is one of manners 
and good taste. The price for wear- 
ing such a costume, for insisting 
upon the right to wear it in formal 
gatherings, such as school and 
church, costs too much. It is bet- 
ter to wear a cool summer costume 
acceptable to the formal standards 
of school or church and keep the 
shorts for recreation time.

HE same thing holds for the 
T half-grown boys who show a 
preference for gym shirts, bath- 
ing suits that consist of brief trunks, 
on occasions that call for neither 
gymnastics nor bathing. Good taste 
selects the fitting costume for the 
occasion. When boys and girls of 
later adolescence insist upon wear- 
ing informal dress on formal oe 
casions one suspects that it is not 
just a matter of the temperature. 
During the warm months young 
people who go to beach parties 
ought to be careful not to offend . 
the niceties of good manners. It is 
most annoying to a hostess of ad- 
vanced age to face a tableful of 
undressed young people when the 
setting is formal as a dining room 
service can make it. Picnics on 
the beach are one thing and dining 
room service is quite another, and 
good manners call for strict obsere 
vation of the difference. 

Young people must remember the 
feelings of the older people about 
them and not offend them by un- 
der-dressing even in warm weather. 
It is possible to be cool and still 
be good-mannered. Good manners, 
another term for common decency, 
are more important to young peo- 
ple than their physical comfort for 
the few hours of social obligation,
